first, we might make Alsace and Lorraine 
a neutral State, like lLuxembarg or 
Belgiam, ecxtending from the former 
country to Switserland, and so sep-

Visiting 
cerds never show much cbange in style. They 
vary periodically from ecript to old Euglish 
text, and vice versa.

The Crown Prince at Luneville—Pro- 
viding tor the Soldiers. 

An cfficer passed through the streets, stop- 
ping before every doorway, examining the 
structure, countirg the windows, and, with- 
out further troubling the inbabrtents, wrote 
in chalk on the gate the number of officers 
or soldiers who were to be lodged there, to- 
gether with the desiguation. of the corps. On 
tbe entrance of a house, for inctance, was 
written, ‘‘Hesee Electoral; 1 officer, 4 sol- 
diers.’”’ Accordipg to the appearance of the 
building the figure varied, reaching up to 
for certein buiidings. ‘his wo accon- 
inshed, 40,000 men entered the place.

irds of its ammunition... Evidently the 
fuur horses had failen at ovee. The wheel 
horses bad surk io their places, instantly 
killed, for their feet were all under them, and 
their swollen bodies strained the harness, 
which marked them by its restraint with deep 
creases, About ove-fourth of this cluster of 
dead were Freneb, and tke evide.céwof the 
situation was that the French had shot down 
the horses and most of the men about a 
Prussian gun atd made a desperate charze 
totake it. Whichever way we turned our 
eyes the plain was dotted with dead horses, 
apdthere were swathes of dead men lying as 
ne bad beea literaily mowed down. 

e couid bere, better than from our first 
position, see the troops engaged. Ou the 
rigut we could observe the lightniug-hke 
piay of fire along the ecge of a Prussian col- 
ump as the needle guns came in play. It was 
at tmes, for a few seconds, a steady glare, 
The piercing darts of flame, whea the artil- 
lery Was at work, were also quite perceptible; 
acd it became apparent that the Prussians 
were gaieive ro2zud. The earth trem>led 
with the thnader of the contest, or seemed to 
do s0, and yet thé DRolse was not su over- 
whelmirg as that at the bombardment of 
Fredericksburg, whee Barnside’s artillery, to 
the amount of pearly two hundred guns, vave 
the town a rain of irow one pleasant Decem- 
ber morning; but the musketry fire bere far 
surpassed that which I beard at Frediricks- 
burg in eustained severity. 

At balf-past four o’clock there was a violent 
explosion of musketry on the right, and after 
it continued a few minutes there was a minate 
in which hardly a shot was fired, an? then av- 
other amazing roar. Now there was a new 
fire in the village, and another to the left, and 
siill another on the right. The whitls of 
sminoke from bursting bembs above the lines 
grew more srequent, both on the right and 
left, spotting the dull background first with 
— ks of fire and then globes o! vapor. A 
litile after five o’clock the head of the column 
of reinforcements we bad noticed looming in 
the west came upon the field. The men had 
murched berd aud were bending unger their 
loacs, and going on with that long, springy, 
sluebing step that only soldiers who bavesten 
eervice can acquire, which they know 60 well. 
ibe Freveb secmed to be attentive to the 
coming of this column, and for a time their 
artillery fire was exceptionaliy rapid.’ The 
column of Germans going ioto action exterd- 
ed from the battie ficld to the west as far as

THE CLOSE OF A BLOODY DAY. 


On the left, jast iv the edge of the sm>ke, 
eur new army was massed in blocks en echelon 
fashion, and other masees appeared to te cum- 
irg out of the ground, for a wide expanse 
where I had not noticed solciers was c..vered 
with them. The smoke was spreading, the

On the battie-field of Woerth corpses were 
found wangiled in a disgusticg manner. The 
eyes of some hed been put out, and the 
tur gues of others cutout. Fourteen Bava- 
rion soldiers, wLO were surrounded, desired 
to suirepder, bat the Turcos cut their throats 
with their daggers. Tne Bavarians are en- 
raged, and have resolved to give the Turcos 
no quarter im fuiure. The other Freach 
soldiers refuse to acknowledge these savages 
as their comrades. 

An officer, who now lies in a hospital at 
Frorkfort, says that, baviog been wounded 
durivg the storm of the heights near Woerth, 
by ashot in the ankle, and thus rendéred in- 
capable of taking any turther part in the ea- 
gegement, he was laid by some soldiers in a 
secluded hollow, and thereleft. Suddenly a 
Turco, who had Jaid motionless, covered with 
blood, and therefure unnoticed, at a distance 
of twenty paces, ruee, loaded his Chassepot 
and aimed at the cfiicer. The latter bad no 


threats by a grin, and the officer thought him- 
self lost. Snddenie a hnilet whistled past, 
and the Turco fell with his head piereed. A 
tusilier of the Ninety fitth rezgimeut had no- 
ticed the incident, and interfered by a well- 
aimed stot; he now hastened up to pat an 
end to the varbarous Cubyle with bis bayonet, 
After the battle the officer was brought to 
Gunstett with otber wouvded;oldiers. Ihe 
inbabitants offzred tbe eufferers milk, but the 
doctor who accompanied them forbade them 
to drick any till be examinedit. He v- 
ered that it had all been poisoned with phos- 
phorus. Eighteen pessants were in conse- 
quence brooght be‘ore a court-martial and 
shot. When the officer was being carried to 
his quarters, at the village clergyman’s, be 
met his host under a military escort. It was 
proved that he had, from the palpit, advised 
bis parishioners to poison the wells when the 
Germans arrived, 
After the Uhlaas. 

A correspondent describes in the followisg 
terms @ ekirmish of Uhlans and Chbasseurs 
d'Afrique, near Juzky: *‘Suddenly,” he says, 
“we heard a strange sound behind us. Two 
regiments of Chasseurs d’Afrique were ad- 
vancipg in pursuit of the Ubtans. They sooa 
gasesd by us, raising clouds of dust. The 
ground trembled under their resound- 
ing gallop. We were then witnesses of 8 
thrilling epectacic, an Unlan hust. The Chas- 
seurs a’Aingue, with their splendid Arab 
horses, divided themselves into several de- 
tachments to surround the enemy. Their 
horses, neighing furiously, galloped in pursuit 
of the Uhlaus, who had just crossed u plain 
and disappeared in the copse-wood. After 
afew minutes we saw them reappear on its 
crest, followed very closely by the Chasseurs 
d’ Afrique in the midst of a whirlwiod of dust 
furrowed by the lightnings gleaming from 
their weapovs. While this desperate race was 
being ran, a féw nietres from the spot where 
we were, three Uhlans appeared, as by magic, 
on the plain beiore us. A Chasseur a’ Afrigac 
posted pear there to recoavoiter, hastened to 
meettnem. When they were within range he 
lay in the Arab fashion, along his ‘horse’s 
neck, and discharged bis piece. He missed 
his arm, but did not hesitate to engage these 
three meo hand to hand. The had 
lasted for twoo: three minutes, whea a de- 
tachment of Chasseurs d’Afrique appeered. 
Two of the Uhians fied, leaving thetr comrade 
gieppling with the Chasseur. He had just 
jailen inv a ditch fall of water, and the Uhiau 
svas about to escape, when a staff officer who 
wus With the Chasseurs d’ Afiique, seized him 
yud made him prisoner, amid tue applause of 
tie terrified yulegers. The Uhlan was very 
yourg, tell and strong, his hands covered 
With blood. ‘Yon are turee to one, do me no 
harm,’ sald he to tLe officer, who a-sared dim 
()brough me, as interpreter) that he had poth- 
ipa to fear.”’
